27. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 26, wherein the different therapeutic drug of 
diabetes is one or more pharmaceutical agents selected from the group consisting of an insulin 
preparation, a sulfonylurea, an insulin secretagogue, a sulfonamide, a biguanide, an a-glucosidase 
inhibitor and an insulin sensitizer. 
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28. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 27, wherein the different therapeutic drug of 
diabetes is one or more pharmaceutical agents selected from the group consisting of insulin, 
glibenclamide, tolbutamide, glyclopyramide, acetohexamide, glimepiride, tolazamide, gliclazide, 
nateglinide, glybuzole, metformin hydrochloride, buformine hydrochloride, voglibose, acarbose and 
pioglitazone hydrochloride. 

29. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 24, wherein a different therapeutic drug of 
diabetes is used in combination. 

30. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 29, wherein the different therapeutic drug of 
diabetes is one or more pharmaceutical agents selected from the group consisting of an insulin 
preparation, a sulfonylurea, an insulin secretagogue, a sulfonamide, a biguanide, an a-glucosidase 
inhibitor and an insulin sensitizer. 

31. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 30, wherein the different therapeutic drug of 
diabetes is one or more pharmaceutical agents selected from the group consisting of insulin, 
glibenclamide, tolbutamide, glyclopyramide, acetohexamide, glimepiride, tolazamide, gliclazide, 
nateglinide, glybuzole, metformin hydrochloride, buformine hydrochloride, voglibose, acarbose and 
pioglitazone hydrochloride. 

32. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 25, wherein a different therapeutic drug of 
diabetes is used in combination.
